Electric Shock's Effect Heart Described 


Touching noninsulated high voltage electric line 
does not necessarily produce permanent—or even 
severe—damage the heart. 

case illustrating one type heart reaction 
accidental electric shock and the excellent recovery 
following such accident was reported the 
September issue the Journal the American 
Medical Association Dr. William Wehrmacher, 
Northwestern University Medical School, Chicago. 

52-year-old lineman was working astride pole 
supporting high-tension electric wires, when his 
back, wet with sweat and covered only cotton 
shirt, touched noninsulated 2,200-volt line. the 
same time his right arm touched insulated 110- 
volt line. The brief contact produced buzzing sound 
heard nearby workman. 


The lineman jerked away and finished the job. 
His arm and back were slightly burned. When seen 
physician the next day, his heart was found 
functioning abnormally. The electrocardiograph 
revealed that the lower chambers were contracting 
irregularly and the upper chambers were fibrillating. 


Within five days the heart had returned naturally 
normal beat and the patient appeared suffer 
serious consequences. His job was changed 
one which did not require work with high-tension 
circuits exertion. Two years later showed 
cardiac symptoms and could climb stairs readily 
ever. 


most instances atrial fibrillation, the heart’s 
rhythm returns normal spontaneously after 
treatment with drugs, usually without leaving any 
permanent damage, Dr. Wehrmacher said. 


United States Agencies Warn 
Misleading Claims for Drugs 


Two United States agencies, the Federal Trade 
Commission and the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion, jointly warn drug manufacturers against using 
“false misleading claims that their drug products 
are effective preventing treating Asian influ- 
enza.” 

“The Food and Drug Administration will take 
prompt action against any false and misleading 


claims medicine manufacturers that products 


limited benefit can effectively prevent cure Asian 
flu its complications. Such claims are contrary 
the federal law and the public interest years 
extensive research have shown inoculation 
with vaccine the only reliable means preventing 
influenza. The diagnosis Asian flu and particu- 
larly the treatment more serious complications 


are matters requiring the attention physician. 
Some drug preparations will relieve some the dis- 
comforts influenza, and these have proper place 
treating the patient. But aside from the vaccine 
there are drugs available prevent this disease. 
The public should guard against unwarranted 
claims for Asian flu medicines and should seek the 
advice physician for proper and safe means 
prevention and treatment the disease

Prolonged Watching May 
Cause Leg Disorders 


Prolonged sitting awkward positions while 
watching television may produce serious circulatory 
disorders the legs, Philadelphia physician stated. 

Writing the October issue the Journal 
the American Medical Association, Dr. Meyer Naide 
reported three cases blood clots occurring the 
leg vessels after the patients had sat awkward 
positions watching TV. Similar disorders may occur 
after driving long distances car, especially 
tall men who are “peculiarly susceptible” such 
ailments, said. 

Dr. Naide recommended that television viewers 
get and move about least once hour addi- 
tion moving their legs frequently. Girdles and 
other tight garments also should removed before 
prolonged watching. 

All three patients recovered with relatively few 
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effects after treatment with anticoagulant and vaso- 
dilator drugs. 

One man sat with the back his knee pressed 
against the edge the chair for one and half 
hours; another man with his leg thrown over the 
arm the chair for hour, and woman with her 
leg tucked under her off and for two hours. 

The men had venous thrombosis the leg, fol- 
lowed pulmonary embolism. The woman had 
thrombosis the femoral artery the leg. 

Dr. Naide also mentioned earlier report 
sudden deaths from pulmonary embolism persons 
leaving English air-raid shelters during World 
War II. The cause was venous thrombosis the 
legs, resulting from long periods sitting chairs 
benches with the edges compressing the veins.

New York otolaryngologist believes that “sludg- 
ing” the blood, brought emotional difficul- 
ties, involved the development several ear 
disorders. 

Examination the eyes’ blood vessels has re- 
vealed clumps red blood cells, sludge, circu- 
lating the blood during acute, chronic, and pro- 
gressive illness, old age, after severe burns 
injuries, and after emotional upheavals, Dr. Edmund 
Prince Fowler said.

When blood cells aggregate clumps, shortage 
oxygen develops the area.

cut off too long, damage surrounding cells may 
result. This may what happens ear disorders. 

noted that most patients with otosclerosis who 
show sludging have histories unresolved “frustra- 
tions,” “abuses,” “mental and bodily illness,” 
“emotional hypersensitivity.” 

Sometimes during the inactive periods Men- 
iere’s disease and otosclerosis, little sludge 
may seen, but may made reappear 
increase even “apparently trivial emotional reper- 
cussions,” Dr. Fowler said. 

During attacks head noises dizziness sludg- 
ing the blood regularly occurs. also found 
after the sudden onset deafness. This strongly 
suggests that sudden deafness caused oxygen 
shortage the ear’s labyrinth due blocking 
the circulation. 

Some drugs which stop blood coagulation help 
prevent sludging the early stages. However, the 
first step reducing sludging—and perhaps pre- 
venting ear disorders—is for the patient adjust 
his so-called “emotional instabilities.” The patient 
must face facts and learn stop “overwishful think- 
ing” and adapt disappointments and frustra- 
tions.

American Medical Association Committee 
Prepares Poisoning First Aid Rules 


Speed starting first-aid measures essential 
after accidental poisoning, according the Ameri- 
can Medical Association’s Committee Toxicology. 


First aid measures are aimed helping prevent 
absorption the poison and must started once, 
the committee said new pamphlet issued 
guide for the public the treatment accidental 
poisoning. The pamphlet’s instructions are reprinted 
the October issue the American Medical 
Association’s Journal. 


When poisoning occurs, one person should begin 
treatment while another calls physician. When only 
one person available give treatment, should 
call physician first the poison corrosive 
petroleum product. corrosive may acid 
substance such toilet bowl cleaner alkali 
such household bleach. 

When noncorrosive poison swallowed, vomit- 
ing should induced and then physician called. 
Vomiting can started giving the patient milk, 
plain water, warm salt water, placing the 
blunt end spoon the finger the back 
the patient’s throat. 

Vomiting should not induced the patient 
unconscious, coma, convulsions; has 
swallowed petroleum products, such kerosene, 
gasoline, lighter fluid, has swallowed cor- 
rosive, such rust remover, styptic pencil, lye, 
washing soda, ammonia water. 

Symptoms corrosive poisoning are severe pain, 
burning sensation mouth and throat, and vomit- 
ing. 

When retching and vomiting begin, the patient 
should placed face down with the head lower 
than the hips. This prevents the vomitus from enter- 
ing the lungs and causing further damage. 

the case inhaled poisons, the patient should 
carried fresh air immediately, his clothing 
loosened, and artificial respiration begun breath- 
ing has stopped irregular. The patient should 
kept warm and quiet possible. 

With skin contamination, the skin should 
drenched with water. stream water should 
held the patient while removing his clothes. 
Rapidity washing most important reducing 
the extent injury. When the eyes are contaminated, 
they should washed immediately with gentle 
stream running water. Chemicals should not 


used, since may increase the extent injury. 


Chemical burns also should washed with large 
quantities running water, except those caused 
phosphorus. Ointments, greases, powders, and other 
drugs normally used for burns should avoided. 

Alcohol should not given any kind poison- 
ing.

Adult Heart Disease May 
Have Congenital Basis 


Congenital heart disorders may far more im- 
portant basis adult heart than was 
formerly recognized, three Washington, C., phy- 
sicians recently 


Many congenital malformations the heart and 
circulatory system found adults are now curable 
surgery, they said.

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New Tax Ruling Medical Groups 


new ruling the Internal Revenue Service may 
mean that doctors practicing association are 
entitled the same tax deferment privileges 
corporation employees regarding annuities. the 
now famous Kintner case, federal court appeals 
ruled that group doctors, formerly associated 
partners, would entitled tax treatment 
corporation after they banded together asso- 
ciation.

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Seven Per Cent All Hospital 
Cases Are Accidents 


Accidents account for about per cent all cases 
treated American hospitals, according new 
survey the American Medical Association. 

Accidents combined with pregnancy, the “other 
great nondisease category,” account for about one- 
fourth the total hospital according 
editorial the October Journal the American 
Medical Association. Many people believe that all 
patients are hospitalized for disease, the editorial 
noted. 

The study accidents, prepared the American 
Medical Association Bureau Medical Economic 
Research and reported the October Journal, 


_is part comprehensive survey medical serv- 


ices given the American people. The accident 
study was based information about patients dis- 
charged from 6,000 general and special hospitals 
during November, 1955. Tuberculosis and mental 
hospitals were excluded from the study. 

The 128,000 patients hospitalized because acci- 
dents comprised 6.9 per cent all patients dis- 
charged during the month. The average hospital 
stay for accident patients was 10.7 days compared 
with 9.1 days for nonaccident patients. The accident 
cases required the use 50,500 beds, 6.7 per cent 
total beds available. 

The personnel devoted the care accident cases 
totaled 68,200 6.7 per cent total personnel, and 


the annual hospital payroll expense was 198 million 


dollars, 7.3 per cent the total payroll. 

Depending the criteria used for the measure- 
ments, the bureau concluded that the treatment 
accident cases accounts for per cent (6.7 
8.1 per cent) the burden American hospitals. 

Presumably the burden physicians falls within 
the same range; however, that will estimated 
another study, the editorial said.

Soft Shoes Recommended for Toddlers 


Soft shoes which give “barefoot freedom” 
babies learning walk were recommended recently 
American Medical Association publication. 


The article the October issue Today’s Health 
pointed out that the baby’s first shoes may hold the 
answer the kind foot comfort will have 
adult. the baby given “barefoot freedom,” which 
permits the foot develop naturally, will prob- 
ably have comfortable feet when grows up. 

Because normal foot muscles become strong only 
through use, only “supple foot covering that per- 
mits the utmost freedom movement” should 
worn the infant and toddler, the article said. 
the baby’s foot confined shoe which holds any 
part conformity, even the heel which 
usually supported, the foot will become weak and 
stiff, according orthopedic surgeon quoted 
the article. 

addition, stiff shoes may handicap him learn- 
ing walk. The article quoted one mother who 
said her year-old son took his first steps when she 
put soft shoes him. hard-soled shoes, “just 
stood there were wearing skates that might 
topple him any minute—and they did too, for 
could not bend his feet gain his balance.” 

Mrs. Mildred Martin, Atherton, Calif., free 
lance writer, surveyed 175 California doctors the 
best type footwear for babies and toddlers. They 
agreed that shoe which permits the foot grow 
unhampered best. 


Among their recommendations were the following: 

—The shoe should “foot-shaped,” with 
straight inner line. should copy the baby’s foot 
rather than trying confine the foot into tiny 
copy adult shoe. 

should wide across the toes permit their 
spreading and flexing the child walks. There 
should depth for chubby toes, box-cut prefer- 
ably, and space beyond the toes. little child be- 
ginning walk “grips with his toes and rotates 
his heels, bends and turns.” Soft shoes allow 
him this with ease. 

simple tie buckle may fasten the shoe on, 
but constraining laces should permitted 
interfere with the free flexing the arch. 

—The heel may snug-fitting, but should have 
counters. Through use, the heel and ankle muscles 
will strengthen naturally. 

—The entire shoe preferably should made 
leather, which “breathes through its open pores” 
and allows essential ventilation. 

Mrs. Martin noted that there are children with 
deformed feet other deviation who should have 
corrective shoes. Their problems must considered 
individually. For the child with normal feet, cover 
them for protection against cold bruising, for 
decoration, but let him use his feet.

since July, 1956, revealed cases blood dyscra- 
sias apparently associated with promazine (Sparine) 
hydrochloride therapy. search the English- 
language medical literature the date the prepa- 
ration this statement has uncovered two case 
reports granulocytopenia associated with proma- 
zine hydrochloride therapy, one which among 
those reported the Registry. Wyeth Laboratories 
has been most cooperative and has supplied addi-

sodium, comes closer being “ideal” anticoagu- 
lant than any other drug now available, two groups 
researchers stated.

May Help Children's 
School Work, Grades 


Contrary popular belief, television’s effect 
school children not all bad, Northwestern Univer- 
sity studies have shown. 


fact, children’s strong interest television 
may asset, television watching handled 
properly the home, according Paul Witty, 
Ph.D., director the psycho-educational clinic, 
Northwestern University, Evanston, Illinois. 


Each year since 1949 the Northwestern clinic has 
studied the viewing habits more than 2,000 
children the Chicago area. Children, their teach- 
ers, and their parents have been interviewed, Witty 
said the November issue Today’s Health, the 
American Medical Association’s health magazine. 


the spring 1950, after TV’s first appearance 
1949, per cent the children interviewed had 
sets home. 1951, per cent had them, and 
1957, per cent had them. one school studied 
this year, only one child did not have set 
home. 


1950 many people believed that the televiewing 
would prove passing fancy—especially for chil- 
dren—and that the amount time given would 
drop sharply after its novelty wore off. This proved 
unrealistic. Children spend much more time 
watching now than they did first, Witty said. 


1950 elementary school children averaged 
hours week watching TV; 1951 the average 
dropped hours, but went later with the 
appearance new and more appealing programs. 
High school students devote less time TV; the 
average 1957 was hours week. 


The Northwestern studies show that not 
having the predicted bad effect children’s health. 
1950 parents reported that children slept less, 
played less, and were more nervous and disturbed. 
But the years have gone by, fewer and fewer par- 
ents voice these complaints, apparently because they 
are trying arrange proper conditions for tele- 
viewing and are encouraging rest periods and 
changes activities, Witty said. 

While children’s interests and hobbies have 
changed slightly since 1950, their outdoor recrea- 
tion has not changed much, the studies have shown. 


Emotional and nervous problems appear 
diminishing. When children who spend extremely 
large amount time watching have emotional 
difficulties, teachers have found every case other 
factors, such poor home unfavorable environ- 
ment. 

Television appears have conflicting effect 
school work and grades, Witty said. There seems 
little relationship between grades, and time spent 
watching television, although excessive watching 
appears associated with somewhat lower 
grades. However, one teacher remarked, “Good stu-

Dr. John Chapman the State University 
Iowa College Medicine, Iowa City. said his 
the first reported American case, although the con- 
dition has been reported frequently England. 

1951 English physician “somewhat faceti- 
ously” applied the term Munchausen’s syndrome 
“perennial peregrinating problem patients” because 
“their wide travels and fanciful histories are remi- 
niscent of-the travels and adventures fiction’s 
Baron Munchausen,” Dr. Chapman said. 

Such patients are economic threat and ex- 
treme nuisance the hospitals they visit. Publicizing 
their histories medical journals, and thereby alert- 
ing the medical profession, seems the only way 
coping with them, said. 

His patient was 39-year-old merchant seaman 
and part-time professional wrestler who kept the 
medical wards the State University hos- 
pitals state turmoil for days 1954, after 
“burst into the hospital with blood spattered all 
over the front his shirt.”

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Six Thousand Seven Hundred Foreign 
Physicians Study United States 


More than 6,700 foreign physicians were taking 
advanced medical training American hospitals 
1956-57, was recently reported. 

Writing the November Journal the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, two New Yorkers sum- 
marized survey conducted the Institute 
International Education and the American Medical 
Association. 


The study covered only interns and residents who 
had both foreign citizenship and permanent resi- 
dence foreign country. did not include dis- 
placed persons resettled the United States 
foreign citizens who have immigrated the United 
States for permanent residence. 

There were 6,741 foreign physicians serving in- 
ternships residencies 797 American hospitals. 
these physicians, who came from countries, 
4,753 were residents and 1,988 were interns. Only 
908 the total were women and more than per 
cent these women were from the Far East. 

The physicians were states, the District 
Columbia, Hawaii, and Puerto Rico. states, 
Idaho, Nevada, New Hampshire, and Wyoming, did 
not report any. About one fourth (1,673) all the 
foreign physicians were New York state. More 
than 100 each were Ohio, Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Missouri, Maryland, 
Michigan, Texas, the District Columbia, Connecti- 
cut, and Minnesota. 


Over one third (2,293) came from the Far Eastern 
countries with Latin America and Europe each the 
origin one fifth, and the Near and Middle East 
one eighth. 

The foreign residents were studying different 
specialties, with general surgery and general medi- 
cine leading the list. 


The authors noted that the 1956-57 study simi- 
lar studies the preceding three years, although 
the number physicians has increased each suc- 
cessive year. This may accounted for in’ part 
the fact that more hospitals have replied the 
survey each year. 

They also mentioned survey Americans study- 
ing abroad. 9,887 United States citizens studying 
aboard 1955-56, approximately per cent 
(2,056) were reported studying medicine. 
these, 669 were Switzerland, 319 Italy, 293 
Canada, 174 the Netherlands, and 108 Belgium.

Forty-five American medical schools are now 
participating special program dealing with the 
problems military and disaster medicine. 

The program, Medical Education for National 
Defense (MEND), was started 1952 with five pilot 
schools. has steadily expanded and now includes 
more than 14,000 medical students schools.
